Report of Superintendent of 
Schools. 


To my mind nothing is of more importance to the welfare 
of our town than are its schools, for from them are to come our 
future citizens. If we wish the future residents to be industrious, 
contented and law-abiding, the children must be taught at school 
habits of industry, neatness, respect for the teacher and a love 
for order and good discipline. 

In order that all this may be brought about, a heavy respon- 
sibility is brought to bear upon the teachers, superintendent, 
school boards and parents. 

The parents should give the children to understand that the 
schools are maintained for the benefit of the children and from 
them they must receive the benefit of education. 

The school boards should endeavor to secure the most 
thorough teachers possible. 

The teachers should endeavor to interest and instruct the 
scholars in their studies, and, working together with the super- 
intendent, should introduce such new methods as will be of ben- 
efit to the schools. 

As we have briefly considered ae essentials of good schools, 
we can the better see where ours are weak, as well as our strong 
and encouraging places. The parents have worked well with

the teachers to promote an interest in the schools. But we 
would suggest that the parents would make an effort and more 
of them visit the schools which their children attend, if not the 
other schools in town, at least once during the term. Good 
teachers have been secured by the school board. They have 
endeavored to place the teachers in the schools for which they 
were best fitted. The teachers have werked well, and in most 
cases have maintained good order, and excellent progress has 
been made in the studies. 

An effort has been made, and with good success, to stimu- 
late an interest in the study of grammaror English. As the 
English language is becoming the language in which the busi- 
ness of the world is being done, the children should be trained 
in its proper use, as well as the methods of composition and 
letter writing. Some of the older scholars have been instructed 
in the use of the dictionary, which we hope may be continued. 

The problem of providing proper means of education for 
those situated some distance from the larger schools in town is 
an unsatisfactory one to settle. It is very difficult for a teacher 
to take from twenty-five to thirty scholars ranging in age from 
six to eight years and use them all as they should be used. 
Either the little ones are slighted and the older ones are favored 
or it is the older ones that are neglected and the little ones *av- 
ored. There were in the-schools of our town during the pres- 
ent winter between twenty and thirty scholars who could have 
been formed into a class which could have been given many of 
the advantages of a high school training, thereby being a great 
benefit to themselves, a credit to our town, and relieved the con- 
gested condition of our two larger schools, and given the little 
ones a better chance. 

The text books of the schools are in very good condition as 
several new reading books have been secured, as also spelling 
books and several other books which we were obliged to have.
